The Legion closed a colorful and 
busy four-day convention yesterday 
with one of the most stormy ses- 


sions of its histery as delegates 
wrangled over the prohibition reso- 
lution and a proposal that the or- 
ganization ask for immediate pay- 
ment of the face value of adjusted 
compensation certificates. 

The latter resolution was defeat- 
ed, as a majority of the delegates 
followed the advice of President 
Hoover, Director Hines of the Vet- 
erans’ Bureau and other officials. 
who asked that consideration be 
given to the condition of the na- 
tional treasury. A resolution call- 
ing on able-bodied veterans to re- 
frain from imposing financial bur- 
dens on the Government was 
adopted. 

The prohibition discussion—the 
first ever to come before a Legion 
convention — centered about the 
propriety of the Legion’s declaring 
itself. Amid cheers and jeers and 
cries of ““‘We want beer,” the oppo- 
nents declared prohibition was not 
within the province of the Legion 
and that nothing could be gained 
by the organization in asking for 
the referendum.  ; 

Supporters took the’position that 
conditions under prohibition were 
such as to justify the seeking of a 
remedy. They attributed what they 
termed “gang rule” in some sec- 
tions to the eighteenth amendment 
and maintained the Legion should 
take the lead in a campaign for a 
popular vote. The preamble of the 
resolution declared the amendment 
has “created a condition endanger- 
ing respect for law and security of 
American institutions.” 

The Legion's action brought its 
aftermath of statements, including 
one from the newly-elected com- 
mander, Henry L. Stevens, Warsaw, 
N. C., that he does not think “the 
Legion has taken the wet side.” 
The Legion simply “called for full 
expression of the opinion of the 
citizenry of the country,” he said. 

The prohibition resolution was 
adopted by a vote of 1008 to 304 on 
a rolicall of the Legion depart- 
ments. 

The bonus payment rcsolution, 
which was contained in a minority 
report from the Legislative Com- 
mittee, was defeated, 905 to 5607.

CAUGHT AFTER 
BANK HOLDUP 


IN FLORISSANT 


Thwarted by Shot-Proof 


Cage, Four Men Flee Un- 
der Fire—Two Captured 
After Abandoning Bullet- 
Riddled Auto. 


ONE OF THEM MAKES 
FULL CONFESSION 


Implicates Three Others All 
Under Arrest—Captives 
Identify Themselves as 
-John. Hoose and I. L.

Two of four robbers who fled 
the Citizens’ 
Bank of Florissant at 10 a..m. to- 


day, when a bullet-proof banking 
room thwarted them, were captured 
a few minutes later on Hall's Ferry 
road after they had: abandoned a 
sedan which three bank employes 
had riddled with shotgun and pis- 
tol slugs. 

The captured men _ identified 
themselves as John Hoose of 1715 
Geyer avenue, and Ivan Lloyd Bor- 
en, 2610A Lafayette avenue, Shere 
iff Lill of St. Louis County ane 
nounced that one of the men, make 
ing a full confession of the crime, 
implicated three others besides the 
man arrested with him. All of the 
three named are under arrest at 
Clayton. 

Both the captured men were 
quoted as saying that their two 
companions in the escape from the 
Florissant depository were un- 
wounded by the bank employes’ 
fire. 

The bullet-proof arrangement of 
the banking room, installed after 
a $5623 robbery on March 3, last, 
effectually prevented the- holdup 
men even from entering the bank- 
ing room, in which three or four 
customers were transacting busi- 
ness when the intruders demanded 
entrance. 

“Our new arangements,” Oscar 
Aydt, secretary-cashier, told a Pest- 
Dispatch reporter, “include a bul- 
let-proof door which can be opened 
only from the inside by an electric 
switch. Customers are admitted to 
the banking room from an ante- 
room about 109 feet square, only 
when they are recognized. 

Suspicicus of Their Car. 

“I noticed a Nash sedan stop in 
front of the bank, which faces on 
Florissant road at Lafayette street, 
about 10 o'clock this morning, and 
I was already suspicious when three 
of the men got out, leaving a fourth 
in the car, which was facing northe 
east, headed for St. Louis. 

“The three men entered the an- 
teroom and tried to open the inner 
door’ but couldn't. Then they drew 
pistols and one of them yelled at 
me: This ig a holdup. Stick ‘em 


“‘Stick ‘em up yourself,’ I ane 
swered, and reached for a shot- 
gun. When they saw they had 
come for nothing, the men dashed 
out of the place and headed for the 
car. Al Nick, the assistant cashier, 
and Robert Millmann, who were in 
the cages, grabbed up pistols and 
we all headed for the door. 

“The robbers’ car was pulling 
away. We let drive at it with 
everything we had, and I saw sev- 
eral slugs and bullets hit the car. 
It continued northeast out of 
range, and turned down AMHall's 
Ferry road toward St. Louis.” 

A radio report of the holdup was 
broadcast within a few minutes by 
the St. Louls police radio station 
both to St. Louis officers and coun- 
ty deputies. Meanwhile, two of the 
robbers had changed from the Nash 
sedan, in which they_ fled, to @ 
Buick coupe. > 

One Car Wrecked in Upset. | 

Speeding toward St. Louis on 
Hall's Ferry road, the coupe skid- 
ded on the wet highway. swung off 
the road and landed on its top. The 
men in it were assisted from the 
wreck by their companions in the 
other car. A few minutes later the 
four stopped in the bullet-scarred 
Nash sedan at the Fischer Garage

The two nitrogen fertilizers, so- 
dium nitrate and ammonium sul- 
fate are almost invariably profit- 
able when applied either in the 
fall or spring. In the college’s ex- 
perimental apple orchard at Olney 
these fertilizers are doubling the 
yield of apple trees at a cost of 
about 15, cents a tree. ; 
Although no hard and fast date 
can be set for fertilizing in the fall, 
because of varying conditions of 
season, soil and tree, it is cus- 
tomary to put the fertilizers on in 


September. It is perhaps well to 
usé sodium nitrate one year and 
ammonium sulfate the next, be- 
cause the former makes the soil 
alkaline, while the latter makes it 
acid. One-fourth as many pounds 
of sodium nitrate are applied as 
the tree is old in years. A 16- 
year-old tree, for examples would 
get four pounds. Three-fourths this 
many pounds of ammonium sul- 
fate would have the same nitrogen 
content. Therefore a 16-year-old 
tree would get three pounds of ain- 
monium sulfate. The fertilizers 
should: be distributed evenly over 
the soil under the branches.

BUTTER OUTPUT DECLINES 
ONLY SLIGHTLY DURING 1930 


More Marked, Decreases Reported 
for Condensed and Evaported 
Milk. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON.—Butter produc- 
tion decreused only slightly during 
1930 as compared with 1929, but 
more marked. decreases are re- 
ported fur condensed and evapor- 
ated milk by the Bureau of Agri- 
culture Economics, United States 
Department of Agriculture. 

Creamery butter manufactured 
by 4175 factories reporting to the 
bureau totaled 1,594,826,000 pounds 
in 1930, compared with 1,597,027,- 
000 pounds in 4141 factories in 
1929. Some increases were re- 
ported in the manufacture of 
cheese, notably American, Swiss, 
brick and Munster, and cream and 
Neufchatel. 

Condensed milk production in 
1930 aggregated 344,110,000 
pounds, compared with 401,718,- 
000 pounds in 1929, and the pro- 
duction of evaporated milk was l,- 
770,358,000 pounds in 1930, com- 
pared wito 1,804,930,000 pounds in 
1929. A marked increase in the 
production of powdered skim ‘milk 
is shown, the production in 314 
factories in 1930 aggregating 259,- 
991,000 pounds compared with 
207,579,000 pounds in 253 factories 
in 1929. 

Ice cream production fell off in 
1930 to 240,750,000 gallons in 3583 
factories, compared with 254,618,- 
000 gallons in 3626 factories in 
1929.

A motion was filed in Circuit 
Court today by William H. Bleyer, 
an attorney, asking permission to 
prepare a draft of the decree to 
be entered in the Memorial Plaza 
condemnation case. He avers that, 


although all the exceptions have 
been adjudicated, the city has 
failed to file within a reasonable 
time a draft of the judgment. 

Accordingly, it is pointed out, 
Bleyer and other property owners 
interested in damage awards are 
losing the interest on their judg- 
ments, since interest at 6 per cent 
does not begin to run until the de- 
cree has been entered of record 
and final judgment taken by the 
city. Incidentally, Bleyer asks 
that he be reasonably compensated 
to do the work which he says the 
city has neglected to do. 

G. William Senn, chief condem- 
nation attorney, denied to a re- 
porter there has been any unnec- 
essary delay. He explained that 
the drafting of a decree involved 
considerable routine work. Oliver 
T. Johnson, Associate City Coun- 
selor, is in charge of the case and 
is drafting the decree, Senn says. 
According to Senn, Bleyer is still 
in possession of his property at 
1303 Pine street, which has been 
condemned as part of the site for 
the Plaza. The commission award- 
ed him $32,500. 

The total of condemnation dam- 
age awards in the case was §$6,- 
677,088. On April 28 Circuit Judge 
Bader’ upheld all the damage 
awards as made by the commis- 
sion. At the same time he sus- 
tained the exceptions of property 
owrers in a benefit district who 
had been assessed a total of $1,- 
690,615, to help pay for the proj- 
ect.

| Senator William E. Borah of Idaho 


in his address yesterday inaugurat- 
ing the William E. Borah Founda- 
tino for Outlawry of War at the 
University of Idaho, took issue 


with Dr. Manley O. Hudson of 
Harvard Univedsity, famous stu- 
dent of international law, who 
started the foundation’s lectures by 
saying that international co-opera- 
tion must solve the world’s peace 
problems, and that “putting teeth” 
into the League covenant and the 
Versailles treaty. would perpetuate 
world peace, 

“What they mean,” said Rorah, 
“is to change a peace pact into a 
military pact, by agreement to em- 
ploy armies wherever the fertile 
mind of some ambitious schemer 
can find an aggressor. 

“Putting teeth into a peace pact 
is to revert to the doctrine of force 
in all its hideous, hellish brutal- 
wate: 

“Force as a factor in interna- 
tional controversies has been tried 
for 3000 years and has faiied. 

“I never have and never will 
support any scheme for peace 
based upon the use of force. The 
revolting inconsistence of employ- 
ing war to maintain peace is the 
doctrine of a Ceasar, of a Napo- 
leon, or a Cromwell. If the Ger- 
man General Staff had won the 
war it would have given the world 
@ peace based upon force, but it 
wbuld not have been peace. 

“If war come, let it come as a 
criminal comes, as murder comes, 
but not with the approval of law 
and under some fantastic scheme 
by which you would differentiate‘ 
between a good and a bad murder, 
between good and bad laws, but 
in violation of all laws.” | 

Turning to Russia, Senator Bo- 
rah asked, “How can the United 
States go to the 1932 disarmament 
conference and ask the nations of 
the world to disarm when Russia, 
with 600,000 armed soldiers, is not 
even recognized by us, 5000 miles 
away?” 

“Recognition of Russia does not 
mean recognition of Communism 
any more than a recognition of 
the Fascist Government of Italy 
recognizes Fascism as an ideal form 
of Government. 

“In 1793 our new Government 
recognized the bloody French Rev- 
olutionary Government because, as 
Washington said, ‘the road may be 
bloody, but it is the only road 
France can take to permanent de- 
mocracy.’” 

Borah said Russia is on such a 
road to democracy based upon jus- 
tice and freedom. 

“Tf I had my way, I would rec- 
ognize Russia to aid in the cause 
of advancing peace in Europe,” he 
said.

All Missouri Aid Plan to 
Supplement Work of Lo- 
cal Agencies.

Executive’s Statement. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CTIY, Sept. 25.— 
Gov. Caulfield has issued a procla- 
mation calling on municipalities, 
State agencies, civic and business 
leaders and organizations to assist 
in the relief of unemployment in 
Missouri, and appointed a _ State 
commission to make a survey of 


local agencies. 

“As Chief Executive of the State, 
I feel it is my duty to officially 
call the attention of Missourians to 
the abnormal urgency existing,” the 
Governor stated in the proclama- 
tion, ‘“‘not as an alarmist, but that 
we may constructively, adequately 
and voluntarily meet the situation, 
thereby aiding our earlier return to 


penalties on business to retard its 
recovery.” 
To Supprement Local Agencies. 
The Governor said his purpose 
was not to supplant, but to sup- 
plement existing relief machinery 
in local communities, with the 
State commission. He pointed out 
that the State now had no funds 
available for direct relief of unem- 
ployment, or for expenses of the 
com mission. 
The proclamation continued: 
“While Missouri may not be as 
hard pressed as some of her sis- 
ter states, and her distress by no 
means as general, the fact re- 
mains that we have many unem- 
ployed and large numbers who 
need relief. However good our 
plight comparatively, enough un- 
employment distress is evident now 
and is in prospecst for this winter 
to challenge the best minds and 
services at the command of this 
State. There can be no’ diminu- 
tion of our duty in this respect. It 
is an unescapable obligation of the 
wealthy, as well as the masses.

The secret of Gabby Street’s success as manager of the Cardinals 
is twofold: first, the ability to promote team work and get the most 
out of his players; second, his common sense and good nature in all 


dealings on or off the field. 

He can become aroused and hot- 
headed on the diamond, if he 
thinks a bad decision has gone 


against his team. He will back up 
his own men to the limit, but Gab- 
by has been around long enough 
to know that generally a cool head 
and calm judgment prevail. 

When Sam Breadon, the Cardinal 
president, was asked why he en- 
gaged Street as manager, he re- 
plied quickly: 

‘Because I believe he {s just the 
man to give us a winner. He 
knows baseball through and 
through, is smart, a hustler and 
the game is his main interest in 
life. The players like him and re- 
spect him. He was glad to get the 
job. So it was unanimous.” 


Wastes No Efforts. 


Street runs his club on the field 
with a minimum of waste effort. 
He has it well organized. In fact, 
he considers his present job easier 
than many of the managing assign- 
ments he had in the minors. 

“The difference is I don't have 
to show these fellows how to play 
ball,” explained Gabby. “Most of 
them have had long experience. 
They do the work and make my 
job easy for me.” 

It is characteristic of the Old. 
Sergeant not to claim credit for be- 
ing a master mind. On occasion 
he can and does assert his author- 
ity. He showed no hesitancy last 
Spring in disciplining the youthful 


Dizzy Dean, who bears every prom- 
ise of becoming in time one of the 
game’s greatest right-hand pitch- 
ers. 

Street doesn’t believe in run- 
ning a ball club by rule and reg- 
ulation. He reasons the players 
want to hold their jobs and do the 
best they can. If they are in dif- 
ficulties or experiencing a slump, 
he is there to try to help them. He 
makes the necessary decisions, but 
he also leaves something to the ini- 
tiative of the players. 


Keen Judgment of Pitchers. 


“f don't believe in telling a ball 
player when he has to go to bed, 
what he must drink or not drink 
and what kind of clothes he shall 
wear off the field,”” Street once 
said to me. “If they don’t know 
how to keep in condition and live 
proyerly, they are not going to 
stick.” 

Street’s ability to handle his 
pitchers and get the most out of 
thera is one of the salient features 
of bis success with the Cardinals. 
He regards pitching as at least 60 
per cent of the battle and has op- 
erated accordingly in developing 
and maintaining the best mound 
staff in the National League. 

His judgment, as to when a 
pitcaer is ready, when he is weak- 
ening in the box or what advice 
he needs, is remarkably keen. Un- 
doubtedly, it can be traced to his 
long experience behind the bat.

Hafey Is Pacing National 
With .352 While Sim- 
mons, Trying for His Sec- 
ond Championship, Has 
.391 Mark for Season.

Two of the greatest right-hand 
batters of the present day and the 


leading hitters in their respective 
circuits, will be rival left fielders 
in the world series starting here 
next Thursday. 

The athletes are Charles “Chick” 
Hafey, of the Cardinals and Al 
Simmons, of the Athletics. Hafey 
is pacing the National League 
clubbers with an average of .352, 
while Simmons, trying for his sec- 
ond successive swat title in the 
American, has a mark of .391. A 
year ago, Hafey hit .3387 while 
Simmons won the championship 
with a .381 figure. 

Averages for the year show that 
the “‘deader”’’ baseball in use in the 
majors has not stopped these two 
sluggers. 

Simmons has been batting at top 
speed all season, while Hafey 
rounded into his best form only 
recently. It has been only in the 
past two weeks that the Cardinal 
left fielder has worked his way 
to the top of the heap in the N. 
L. individual swat race. 

Simmons Has Advantage. 

If both remain at the top of 
the list until the season ends. it 
probably will be the first time that 
the batting champions of the two 
leagues have been rivals in the 
world series, 

As8S regards previous title compe- 
tition, Connie Mack’s ace holds the 
edge over the big Californian. 
Simmons has played in two title 
series and in that time he has hit 
to an average of .333. MHafey, on 
| the other hand, in three world 
series, has a combined mark of but 
'.219, with his highest figure com- 
ing against the Athletics last fall, 
when he clubbed .273. Simmons in 
the same series hit Cardinal pitch- 
ing for an average of .364. Sim- 
mons’ eight safeties were good for 
a total of 16 bases, while the half 
dozen Chick made went for i11 
sacks.

Included in Hafey’s hits are 34 
doubles, eight triples and 16 home 
runs, while Simmons has combed 
the offerings of rival hurlers for 
22 four-baggers, 13 triples and 36 
doubles.

NEW YORK, Sept. 25.—Charles 
F. Chapman of New York has called 
for a new deal in the regulations 
governing competition for the 
Harmsworth speedboat trophy.

The causes of the recent clash between the Chi 
nese and Japanese in Manchuria and in Shantung, & 
province of old China, are deeper than mere sporadic 
outbursts of feeling between the two peoples. They 
‘lie in the concessions that Japan bolds in Manchuria 
and Shantung, and the intense sentiment of the Chi- 
nese against any foreign concessions or privileges in 
China. The Chinese feeling is rendered the more 
acute by a special hatred of the Chinese for the Jap 
anese on accdunt of these concessions, and the clashes 
that have occurred in the past. 

Japan owns the South Manchurian Railway, taken 
over from the Russians after the Russo-Japanese War. 
It runs from Dairen, the new Japanese port on the 
Yellow Sea, through the heart of Manchuria to Chang- 
chun, in Northern Manchuria, with a railway branch 
running to the border of Korea and connecting with 
the Japanese national system of railways. The rail- 
way has been developed by the Japanese into an ex- 
cellent, highly efficient system, which handles nearly 
all the imports and exports of Manchuria through 


cient port in Manchuria. The Japanese abandoned 
Port Arthur, the old port, which is now maintained 
only as a War museum, practically as it was after 
the great battle in which the Japanese captured it 
from Russia.. Both Port Arthur and Dairen are in 
Kwantung Peninsula, which the Japanese hold under 
a long lease from China. The ports, the railways and 
the right-of-way, about four miles wide, are policed 
by Japanese troops. Along the line of railway the Jap- 
anese have developed rich coal mines, iron mines and 
factories. 

In Shantung Province, across the Yellow Sea in 
China proper, the Japanese took over the German 
concession at the port of Tsingtao and a rail- 
way with contiguous territory running up to Tsi- 
nanfu, after defeating the German forces there dur- 
ing the World War. Chinese protests, backed by 
world opinion, compelled the Japanese to give up 
everything there to the Chinese except an interest in 
the railway. It was at Tsinanfu that the Japanese 
troops, on a plea of defending Japanese, clashed with 
Chiang Kai-shek’s victorious army on its march to 
Pekin, now Peiping. Chiang Kai-shek avoided war 
and marched on, but the Chinese bitterly resented 
the Japanese attack and have continued to sing a 
song of hate on account of it. 

The definite determination of the Chinese is to get 
rid of all the Japanese concessions and interests in 
Ching. The bitterest resentment concentrates on 
the Japanese ownership and control of the South | 
Manchurian Railway and its industries. The Japa- 
nese accuse the Chinese of violation of the treaty

The present hostilities began with an attack by 
Chinese on some Korean settlers, near Changchun, 
with interference by Japanese police, and reprisals 
against Chinese by Koreans, in Korea. The Koreans, 
of course, are Japanese subjects. The anti-Japanese 
propaganda and boycott following upon these events, 
have accentuated the crisis. 

The situation is therefore complicated. The Jap- | 
anese are reluctant to turn over the settlement of the | 
controvery to an outside commission, because the | 
negotiations would inevitably deal with the Japanese 
concessions and interests in China. The Japanese are 
not willing to part with their interests, particularly 
the South Manchurian Railway, which is not only 
profitable but offers a strategic advantage, not only 
against any Chinese aggression but against possible 
Russian aggression. The Japanese hold firmly to 
the belief that Soviet Russia has not given up the 
old imperialistic Russian policy of penetrating Man- 
churia and of obtaining an all-year-round port upon 
the Pacific. That fear of Russia is in the background 
and is strengthened by Russian activities in penetrat- 
ing Mongolia and Northern Manchuria. 

If China were capable of making war, there proba- 
bly would be war between China and Japan. But 
under present conditions, there is only a growing re- 
sentment and friction which may break out into 
clashes at any time. Negotiations through commis- 
sions or other devices may from time to time allay 
friction, but there is little hope of peace or amity 
. until the Japanese concessions are abandoned or mod- 
| ified to the satisfaction of the Chinese. How that 
can be done is one of the major problems of the 
Orient. Manchuria just now is the boiling pot.

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THE LEGION AND PROHIBITION. 

The American Legion. has finally gone upon record 
for a popular vote on the subject of prohibition. It 
is an immensely heartening action, and following as 
it does a similar opinion by the American Bar As- 
sociation, its significance can hardly be exaggerated. 

The only way in which Congress can provide for 
a popular vote on prohibition is to adopt a resolu- 
tion by the required two-thirds majority proposing to 
the states repeal of or a substitute for the eighteenth 
amendent and stipulating that the states shall act 
upon it in conventions called for that purpose. This 
would result in a virtual referendum, since the elec- 
tion of delegates to the state conventions would be on 


the sole issue of prohibition. 
Article VY of the constitution says: 


The Congress, whenever twothirds of both 
Houses shall deem it necessary, shall propose 
amendments to this Constitution, or, on the ap- 
plication of the Legislatures of two-thirds of thé 
several States, shall call a Convention for pro- 
posing amendments, which, in either case, shall 
be valid to all intents and purposes, as part .of 
this Constitution, when ratified by the legisla- 
tures of three-fourths of the several States, or 
by conventions in three-fourths thereof, as the 
one or the other mode of ratification may be 
proposed by the Congress. 


At the conclusion of the Wickersham report on 
prohibition, the chairman said: 


I think that if a proposed amendment to the 
Constitution simply repealing the eighteenth 
amendment were to be passed by the requisite 
majorities in both houses of Congress and sub- 
mitted to the states, to be considered by con- 
ventions called for the purpose in each state, 
the delegates to be chosen in an off year and the 
conventions to be held in a year when there is 
no presidential election, we should have intelli- 
gent discussions of the question and a regult 
which would reflect the sober, informed and de 
liberate opinion of the people. ,

It has become the American habit of mind to see events as close-ups without relation 
to the background; the depression constitutes a horrific close-up, though history 
shows similar periods, followed Ly renewal of prosperity; we need to stand away 
from the picture and see it as a whole.

VERYONE knows thé close-up in the 

movies, the projection of the lovers’ 

kiss, the villain’s scowl. In it there is 
an interruption of the story while we dwell 
On a minor aspect of the whole. There is 
also an absence of all background: the face 
suddenly becomes magnified and occupies 
the entire screen. While we gaze on it, it 
blocks all intellectual consideration of cause 
and effect, the whole nexus of events with 
which the drama is concerned. Intellectual 
attention is suspended, and the appeal be- 
comes. crudely emotional. 

For the last two or three decades this 
technique of the close-up has been utilized 
in fields far removed from the screen, nota- 
bly in newspapers, magazines and even edu- 
cation. As a result, we are tending to look 
at our world with ever-decreasing effort to 
see its problems in relation to their back- 
ground, as parts of a whole. 

At the moment, the most notable instance 
of our close-up way of looking at things is 
in our attitude toward the business depres- 
sion. One hears constantly that this is the 
worst panic in our history. People talk of 
the terrible prices for stocks as though they 
were unheard-of and spelled the collapse of 
our civilization. What is the real relation- 
ship of what is happening now te what has 
happened before? 

It has always been our habit to indulge in 
speculation, to overdiscount the future, and 
then to pay the piper. The present crash is 
no new phenomenon. We went mad over 
real estate before the panic of 1337. Just 
as in 1929, people thought it was their last 
chance to buy “equities” in the. United 
States through common stocks, so, absurd- 
ly, people in 1835 thought it was their last 
chance to buy land in the ceuntry. All banks 
loaned money on real estate at fantastic 
prices, just ag they did on stocks in 1929. 
When the panic broke, No lina farms 
could be sold for only 2 per cent of their 
supposed value. Failure of the great United 
States Bank in 1839 redoubled the fury of 
the storm. Nine-tenths of all the Eastern 
factories were closed, and the same propor- 
tion of their hands were idle. Book printing, 
furniture making and some other trades 
completely stopped. A mob of 5000 men 
attacked the City Hall in Boston. 

The panic of 1857 was not quite so se- 
vere, but mobs paraded New York with 
cries of “Bread or Death,” and the Sub- 


treasury in Wall street had te bé guarded . 


by Federal troops. The depression of 1323 
was much worse; nearly §0,000 commer- 
cial houses failed between 1873 amd "1878. 
In the next great depression, in 2893, rail- 
roads followed one another imte reeeiver- 
ships in endless line, until 169 rogddg had- 
become bankrupt. Union Pacific stock sold 
at $4 a share and then was assesse@ $15. 
Northern Pacific sold at 25 cents for $100 
share, and was also assessed $15. There 
was such great labor unrest as to make 
many fear that anarchy had arrived. Yet 
after all] these panics the recovery was 
rapid, and the scale of living rose to new 
heights. 

This glimpse into history gives us some 
sort of standard for the time we are now 
passing through. Now let us cempare stock 
market prices of June 2, 1931 (when the 
— plunged to new lows), with the lows

I do not wish to minimize the extreme se- 
riousness of the present situation, but I wish 
te consider it intellectually and not react to 
it emotionally as a close-up. When we 
compare the situation today with that of 
the good business year 1925, and consider 
it in relation to the previous great depres- 
sions, I think we may say that, instead of 
giving way to despair, we have considera- 
ble cause for thankfulness. It is the same 


men who, in 1929, were shouting that there 


was no limit to the upward swing who now 
are declaring that the world is in so bad a 
situation that there can hardly be recovery 
in our time. On the other hand, it is the 
men who, trusting to reason rather than 
emotion, foresaw the crash who are now 
most hopeful about an eventual recovery to 
higher levels of business prosperity than 
the world has ever yet attained. 

The difference is that between a man 
with a close-up mentality and the man who 
insists upon backsround and relations. The 
former in 1929. could see nothing but the 
meeting of the lovers’ lips enlarged to fill 
the whole-screen; now he can see nothing 
but the villain’s scowl. 

But the business situation and the pres- 
ent panic of mind merely illustrate our 
main thesis, which is the need of escaping 
from the close-up way of looking at life. It 
is becoming increasingly difficult for all of 
us to do seo.

| HE damning indictment of the American

has the United States. The prison welfare 
movement, culminating, in some institutions, 
in virtual self-government by the prisoners.

/even some of the “reformists” are now be- 
ginning to wonder whether, perhaps, the 
‘reforms have not been made too rapidly. 
| The trouble, as revealed by the commis- 
'fion’s report, is the product of two evils. 
|The first is the intrusion of politics. With

patronage, and appropriations for prison 
/construction and maintenance an issue of 
| partisan politics, the results are what might 
be expected. The second difficulty is the

% pound dried prunes, 

2 tablespoons gelatin. 

1 cup sugar. 

4% teaspoon salt. 

¥%cup lemon juice. 

Wash the prunes and soak over- 
night in 3 cups of cold water.

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USE MORE LIVER 


a Is a Source of Iron and Is 
Important for the Diet. 
Liver is a food that we are apt 


to pass by in hot weather, but now 
is the time to put it back in the 


menu again. There are a_ great 
many ways of using this valuable 
food. As a source of food iron it 


deserves a place on our tables, and 
fortunately the prejudice against it 
is rapidly disappearing. 

Because of the popularity of 
calves’ liver, its price has risen con- 
siderably, but lamb, beef and pork 
liver are equally nutritious. Lamb 
liver is as tender as calf's; beef 
and pork liver make delicious 
baked loaves and braised liver is 
good, too.

STRAINED VEGETABLES 


Roast duck for Sunday on the 
menus published in this section of 
the Post-Dispatch, is a forerunner 
of poultry dinners for cooler weath- 
er. Served with brown gravy and 
a tart jelly, it is delicious. There 
is not much left over usually, but 
@ little may be picked from the 
bones and minced to serve on hot 
biscuit Tuesday noon. 

For the Sunday night jellied veg- 
etable salad, combine cabbage fine- 
ly shredded and diced cucumber, 
celery, pimento and green peppers, 
following any good gelatine recipe. 

Save some of the cabbage for 
Mondey noon to use in the vege- 
table.salad scheduled for that meal. 
Minced onion, sliced tomatoes and 
cooked lima beans with a mayon- 
naise dressing will make a slighty 
different salad. 

RECIPES FOR THE WEEK. 

Veal Roast. 

Buy one large enough to have 
some left over from the dinner. Get 
it from the shoulder or loin. Re- 
heat it for Tuesday dinner in milk 
gravy seasoned with minced onion, 
parsley and lemon juice. Wednes- 
day night make a veal and mush- 
room pie of the last of the meat, 
adding string beans cut in small 
pieces and little white onions with 
the mushrooms. 

Baked Haddock Dressing. 

Make a stuffing af bread crumbs, 
seasoned with parsley, chopped 
sweet pickle, minced onion, salt and 
pepper, binding all together with 
a little hot water and one beaten 
egg. Bake the fish for’50 minutes. 

Cauliflower With Cream Sauce. 

Always soak a cauliflower before 
cooking. Place in cold, salted wa- 
ter, head down, for half an hour. 
Cook in uncovered pan in boiling, 
salted water for about 25 minutes, 
a little longer if whole. A tea- 
spoon of lemon juice added to the 
cooking water keeps the cauliflow- 
er white. Make a sauce of one cup 
of milk, one tablespoon butter and 
one tablespoon flour, blending flour 
and butter carefully. Season to 
taste. Pour over cauliflower just 
before serving. 

Bran Muffins. 

Cream two tablespoons shorten- 
ing and one-fourth cup sugar, add 
one well-beaten egg and one cup 
sour milk. Then add one cup bran 
and let soak until most of the mois- 
ture is taken up. Sift one cup 
flour, one teaspoon baking powder, 
one-half teaspoon soda and one- 
half teaspoon salt and add to first 
fixture, stirring only until flour 
disappears. Fill greased muffin 
pans and bake in moderate oven 
about 25 minutes. 

Baked Date Pudding. 

Mix, together one cup each of 
white and wholewheat flour, three 
teaspoons baking powder, one tea- 
spoon salt and one cup sugar. Beat 
two eggs and mix with one cup 
milk, one-fourth cup melted butter 
and one-half- cup dark molasses. 
Stir this into the flour mixture and 
add one and one-half cups finely 
cut pitted dates and one- -fourth cup 
chopped nuts. Pour into a well- 
greased shallow pan and bake in 
a moderate oven for 45 minutes. 
Cool slightly and serve warm with 
whipped cream.

For 18 large oysters, beat 
one egg and mix with one-half tea- 
spoon salt, a little pepper and two 
teaspoons cold water. Grind stale 
bread crumbs very fine and meas- 
ure one and one-half cups. Dip 
the oysters first in the egg and then 


roll them in the crumbs until they | 


are well coated.

of heavy waxed paper and let stand | 


more than 30 minutes, or longer. 
Keep them cold, and if they are to 
stand more than 30 minutes, they 
must be Kept in the icebox.

Recipes for Pressed or Frozen | 
Combinations in Which Nuts 
and Fruits Are Used. 


‘There are many ways of serving 
cheese, none of which are more de- 


lightful than in salads. For the 
bridge luncheon or Sunday night 
guest supper, nothing could be 
more satisfactory than either a 
pressed or frozen fruit salad. 

In the frozen salad, canned 
fruits are to be used and if pista- 
chienuts can be obtained they are 
especially good. If not, substitute 
pecans. : 


Cheese Salad. | 

To one cup of grated cheese add |

A new and improved route out 
of St. Louis tor motor traffic to 
Indianapolis and the East has been 
provided by the completion three 
weeks ago of Illinois highway No. 
160, between Hamel ond Green- 
ville. Motorists from St. Louis will 
be able to reach No. 160 by way 
of Mitchell, Edwardsville and Ha- 
mel, on U. 8S. route No. 66, when 
improvements on No. 66 are fin- 
ished this autumn. In the méan- 
time they can reach No. 160 at 


Alton. 

By use of the new route traffic 
can avoid the heavy trucking and 
other congestion on U. S.No. 40, 
between East St. Louis and Green- 
ville, without added mileage. 

No. 6£ is being widened from 
18 to 20 feet and the old conctfete 
pavement is receiving & new brick 
surfacing for 23 miles, between 
Mitchell and Staunton. Work has 
been completed for 11 miles, be- 
tween Staunton and a point four 
miles south of Hamel. Four miles 
more ,extending to Edwardsville, 
will be finished in about a month. 
The eight-mile stretch between 
Mitchell and Edwardsville remains 
to be undertaken. Asphalt is be- 
ing applied as a filler among the 
bricks. The States has adopted a 
policy of laying much brick pave- 
ment this year in order to provide 
more manual labor.

TRUST PLANNED T0 SAVE 
SWISS WATCH INDUSTRY 


It Would Control Exportation With 
Management and Production 
Left to Individuals. 

By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, Sept. 25.—Reorganiza- 
tion of the Swiss watch industry, 
to eliminate harmful competition, 


is being sought by the country’s 
chief watchmakers, who have fallen 
on hard times. 

The plan contemplates formation 
of a national Swiss watch trust, 
which would control exportation 
while leaving management and pro- 
duction to individual manufactur- 
ers, 

It is proposed that the Federal 
Government should buy a big block 
of stock in the export corporation. 

In 1882 there were 2662 factories 
and 135,000 workers engaged in 
making timepieces. By 1929 the 
watch factories had grown to 8514 
and watch workers numbered more 
than 400,000, a tenth of the popu- 
lation. Now of the unemployed 
persons entered on Swiss insurance 
rolls, 18 per cefit are watch work- 
ers; of the partially employed, 56 
per cent are of the same trade. 

Switzerland’s latest count of un- 
employed, total and partial, is more 
than 333,000 persons.

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NEW CLAYTON CHURCH 
TO BE OPENED SUNDAY 


800 Persons in Congregation of 
Central Presbyterian 
After Merger. 


First services in the new Central 
Presbyterian Church, Hanley road 
and Davis drive, Clayton, at it 
o'clock Sunday morning will mark 
the merging of Central Church and 
Clayton Presbyterian Church, with 
a combined membership of more 
than 800. The Rev. Dr. Theodore 
S. Smylie of Central Church will 
become pastor for the new congre- 
gation with the Rev. Dr. Walter M. 
Langtry of the Clayton church pas- 
tor emeritus. 

The new building, on the south- 
west corner of the intersection, is 
of late fourteenth century English 
and English Gothic architecture, 
with exterior walls of limestone. 
The nave is 87% feet long and 46 
feet wide, with a. gallery occupy- 
ing the area of a 63-foot tower at 
the east end. The ordinary seating 
capacity is 764, with additionas 
space for 15 in the choir. 

In the basement of the main 
building are kitchen and dining 
room facilities, with @ stage at one 
end of the dining room. An edu- 
cational building, three _ stories 


rooms, is on the southwest of the 
main structure. 
Fifth Building of Church. 

The new building is the fifth to 
house the congregation of Central 
Church. The first, occupied a 
short time after the congregation 
was formed in 1844, was a frame 
structure at Sixth and St. Charles 
streets. The next building was at 
Eighth and Locust. streets, but 
growth of the city westward forced 
a removal to Garrison and Lucas 
avenues and then to Clara ay- 
enue and Delmar boulevard. The 
last building was recently sold to 
B’Nai El Temple, after the Pres- 
byterian congregation had oeccu- 
pied it since 1908. 

The Clayton Church, founded in 
1892, had occupied a building at 
Hanley road and Forsythe boyle- 
vard since 1914. The structure has 
been sold to an undertaking es- 
tablishment which is using it as a 
chapel. 

Central Church, in addition to 
its own work, conducts five mig- 
sions in the city and in the last 13 
years has spent more than $15,000 
annually for benevolence. Thir- 
teen young men from the church 
have become ministers and two 
young women are in missionary 
work. 

Special Services Oct. 25. 

Although the services Sunday 
will mark the union ®f the two 
congregations, a special observance 
of the fact has been arranged for 
Oct. 25, when the Rev. Dr. Lang- 
'try will complete 31 years of serv- 
| ice at the Clayton Church, and will 
| retire to the office of pastor emeri- 
tus. Union services for the 
|churches have been going on dur- 
‘ing the summer at the University 
City Masonic Temple, 6901 Del- 
mar boulevard. 

In 87 years of its existence, Cen- 
tral Church has had nine ministers, 
three of whom are now dead and 
the others in work elsewhere. The 
Rev. Dr. Layton Mauze, Kansas 
City, pastor from 1902 to 1917, will 
preach the consecration sefvice 
Sunday morning. The Rev. Dr. 
James L. Fowle, Chattanooga, 
Tenn., who headed the congregi- 
tion from 1923 to 1929, will preach 
at 8 o'clock in the evening.

ALCOHOL FOR MOTOR FUEL 


Chile’s New Law Requiring Its Use 
in Fuel for Automobiles Likely 
to Stimulate Production, 

By the Associated Press. : 

SANTIAGO ,Chile, Sept. 25.<< 
Native wines, said to be among the 
best in South America, as well as 
other forms of beverages, may be 
turned into alcohol hereafter. 

A new law, passed by Congress, 
provides for a percentage of alco- 
hol in motor fuel. 

The measure was designed to 
assist the native alcohol industry, 
but indications are that many 
makers of fine wines will turn 
their excess product into alcohol 
that can be sold for motor fuel. 

There was much opposition to 
the bill, engineers asserting that 
the combination fuel would never 
work properly. 

“When alcohol is put into auto- 
mobiles, then watch the machines 
go on a spree,” said one expert. 

No tests were made beforehand, 
and this, say engineers, makes a 
gasoline cut with alcohol bound to 
fail in some regions. Chile has all 
kinds of climates and conditions, 
from the tropics in the north to 


the Antarctic in the south, with 


deserts, valleys, plains and moun- 
tains in between. : 

The law provides from one to 25 
per cent alcohol in all motor fuel, 
but gasoline company executives 
anticipate the amount will not -ex- 
ceed 8 per cent at first. 

The President has a year in 
which to put the law into effect.

The botulinus germ, known , 
saprophyte, is widely distribyte. 
and is commonly an inhabitant 4 
the intestinal tract of animals tha 
live upon vegetable matter. 


The botulinus germs are found}; 
dust and soil and hence are ron 
monly found on fruits and yeg- 
tables. 5 
The germ thrives on substan 
containing nitrogen. Hence, it mJ 
be found in contaminated Sa sag 
meat, and protein containing vege 
tables such as string beans, peas 
and the like. 


Both the germ and its toxin ap 
destroyed by heat. Hence, one safe. 
guard against botulism is to bojj 
the to-be-preserved food for 1) 
minutes at a temperature of 12) 
degrees centigrade. 

Foods preserved in brine, tn a 
concentration of 10 per cent, or 
preserved in acids such as vinegar 
are safe from botulinus poisoning, 
The basic rule, however, is never 
to eat canned or preserved food 
that is soft, mushy and gives off a 
spoiled odor. 

Also, home canned or preserved 
foods should be thoroughly re. 
cooked before eating. 

It should be borne in mind tha 
cooking, and the heat treatmey 
recommended, will destroy only t® 
bacteria and the toxin present in 
the food at the time it is so treat- 
ed. 

Canned or preserved foods which 
have been heated before serving 
should be reheated if any food left 
over is to be served.

ly toxin produced by the botulin 
bacillus. 


The botulinus germ, known a 
saprophyte, is widely distribute; 
and is commonly an inhabitant o 
the intestinal tract of animals tha 
live upon vegetable matter. 


The botulinus germs are found } 
dust and soil and hence are com 
monly found on fruits and Vege 
tables. 


The germ thrives on substanc 
containing nitrogen. Hence, it m 
be found in contaminated sausagg 
meat, and protein containing vege 
tables such as string beans, pea 
and the like. 


Both the germ and its toxin are 
destroyed by heat. Hence, one safe 
guard against botulism is to boi 
the to-be-preserved food for 1 
minutes at a temperature of 12 
degrees centigrade.
